The Florence Eastman Post 280 American Legion 
will once again be sponsoring a Memorial Day Ceremony 
in Mattapoisett beginning at 1:30 pm on Monday, May 
26 on the grounds of the newly-renovated Mattapoisett 
Public Library. 

This year's Keynote Speaker will be former 
Massachusetts Superior Court Justice Chris Byron, USA 
(retired), of Rochester. Judge Byron's illustrious military 
career began in 1948 when he attended the Airborne 
School at Fort Benning, GA and was awarded the para- 
chutist badge and the gliderman's badge. After attending 
the Armored School at Fort Knox, Kentucky in 1949 he 
was assigned to the 70th Heavy Tank Battalion, a unit that 
was used for instruction at the Armored School.

In July 1950 the battalion, including Lieutenant 
Byron as a tank platoon leader, was shipped to Korea and 
assigned to the First Cavalry Division. In August he was 
seriously wounded while test firing a 50-caliber machine 
gun mounted on a tank, resulting in his evacuation to 
Tokyo Army Hospital in Japan. He rejoined his batalion in 
September in time to participate in the breakout from the 
Tague-Puson perimeter to link up with the amphibious 
force that landed at Inchon. His service in Korea took him 
north into the North Korean capitol and to within thirty 
miles of the Yalu River that separates North Korea from 
China. On several occasions he lead armored patrols deep 
into enemy territory. His final patrol on March 19, 1951 
resulted in his fourth wound and loss of sight in his right

Lieutenant Byron is the recipient of the Silver 
Star, the Bronze Star, three Purple Hearts, a Distinguished 
Unit Citation, the Korean Service Medal with Four Battle 
Stars, the Republic of Korea Presidential Citation, and 
the United States Service Medal. In September 1999 at 
Fort Riley, he was granted and assigned the distinction of 
Distinguished Member of the 70th Armor Regiment. 

Judge Byron has contributed to two books on the 
Korean War. The most recent. War Stories of the Tank- 
ers, was published in February of this year and contains 
his account of a battle which resulted in an award of the 
Silver Star for gallantry in action against the enemy. 

After his military service ended in 1952, Lieu- 
tenant Byron pursued his legal education. He served as 
law clerk for Justice Raymond S. Wilkins of the Supreme 
Judicial Court, was a Special Assistant Attorney General 
under Attorneys General Edward W. Brook, Edward 
Martin, Eliot Richardson, and Robert H. Quinn. In 1974 he 
was appointed a judge in the New Bedford District Court 
and later elevated to the Superior Court where he served 
until his retirement at the end of 1992.

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease ? 

Because of the mild winter, this spring has been especially 
bad for black flies and biting gnats. These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the morning and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the belly and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic bullseye shaped 
mark. 

Is there a way to prevent him from being attacked by these 
flies ? 

Try putting Avon Skin So Soft on the areas that have a thin 
hair cover.

Things were not as upbeat over at The Kinsale Inn 
on Tuesday evening where Mr. Andrews had gathered 
with his family members, friends and campaign support- 
ers.

defeat. 

Despite the 50-vote margin, Mr. Andrews said he 
had no intention of seeking a recount. 

"The voters have spoken/' he said. 'T don't have 
any regrets. Fm proud of everything Fve done and ac- 
complished over the past nine years. I feel very gratified 
to have served the town for the past nine years. This has 
actually been a tremendous weight lifted off my shoul- 
ders ... now I can spend more time with my wife, Janet.'' 

When asked why he thought the vote went in Mr. 
Randall's favor, Mr. Andrews took a moment. 

'It's just unfortunate that the majority of voters at 
this time voted for change," he said. "I don't believe that 
most voters know what it takes to do the (Selectman's) 
job.

Marion Annual Town Meeting 

May 19, 2008

The Annual Town Meeting for the Town of Mari- 
on was called to order on Monday evening. May 19 at 6:50 
pm by Town Moderator David B. Titus having noted the 
presence of a quorum of some 138 voters. 

After Mr. Titus introduced the various town of- 
ficials present, he turned the meeting over to the Finance 
Committee (FinCom) for a presentation on the town's 
financial status going into Fiscal Year (FY) 2009. 

"This has been a difficult year for us,'' said Fin- 
Com Chairman Dr. Richard Kemp. "Initially we thought 
we could be as much as $1 million in the hole. Fortunate- 
ly, we had an economic summit and we were able to find 
some money from previous (Town Meeting) articles." 

According to Dr. Kemp, the biggest portion of the 
General Operating Budget is for schools — or 57 percent. 
He added they will be using $444,367 in available Free 
Cash to balance the budget. 

"We asked all departments to level-fund for 
FY09," Dr. Kemp said. "One of the things that we dis- 
cussed at the economic summit was the difference be- 
tween revenue and expenses. We spent a lot of time this 
year developing a computerized program of line items

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of all the town departments with the ability to project

Under ARTICLE 1, voters were asked to pay its 
elected town officials as follows: Board of Selectmen, each 
member, per annum $4,806; Board of Assessors, each 
member, per annum $4,744; Board of Health, each mem- 
ber, per annum $1,830; Town Clerk, per annum $19,111;

Article 1 passed unanimously, 138 to 0.

Under ARTICLE 3, voters were asked to raise 
and appropriate or transfer from available funds the 
sum of $1,501,596 to be used to operate the Water En- 
terprise Fund, the following sums to be appropriated to 
salaries and expenses, $807,713, reserve fund, $60,000; 
debt, $448,136; and indirect costs, $185,747; and the funds 
be raised from departmental receipts, $1,301,596, and 
$200,000 from water retained earnings. 

Article 3 passed unanimously. 

Under ARTICLE 4, voters were asked to raise 
and appropriate or transfer from available funds the sum 
of $2,146,321 to be used to operate the sewer enterprise 
fund, the following sums to be appropriated to salaries 
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19R County Road. P.O. Box 386

Article 4 passed unanimously, 138 to 0. 

Under ARTICLE 5, voters were asked to raise 
and appropriate $3.8 million for the purpose of final de- 
sign, construction and equipping of a new police station 
building.

afford not to approve it? The time is now to address this 
long-delayed capital improvement/' 

"My trouble is how much debt are we going to be 
able to take on in the future?'' said resident Tom Magau- 
ran. 'Tt's going to be one (project) after another. I think 
we ought to have a better handle on other capital projects 
coming down the pike." 

"The police station has been a capital need for 
over 20 years," said Selectman Henry. "Our sworn duty, 
if you will, is to keep this matter before the taxpayers as a 
compelling need." 

"People are getting crunched here and you want 
to keep swiping the credit card," said resident Brad Dunn. 
"You're driving people out of town with the taxes." 

"It's always amazed me how we can pass some- 
thing unanimously here at Town Meeting and then it gets 
defeated at the polls," said FinCom member Lee Vulgaris. 
"We've already lost money by not passing this project two 
years ago. Now we're going to get a smaller building for 
more money." 

"It's a dilemma, I think everybody feels that 
way," agreed resident Carol Sanz. "The current police 
station is a disgrace. But the other thing is we need to 
know is what might be coming up in the future. I'm not 
convinced quite yet that this is the best site (for the police 
station)." 

Article 5 finally passed via the required two- 
thirds majority vote. The project now also needs to pass 
muster on the May 23 Annual Town Election ballot.

sources of funding. There's no final decision before Town 
Meeting tonight with respect to the CPA funds, other than 
set aside some more funds to support the expansion of 
Little Neck Village." 

Article 15 passed via majority vote. 

Under ARTICLE 16, voters were asked to amend 
the town's by-laws to allow a Recall Petition whereby any 
250 or more qualified voters of the town may file with 
the Town Clerk an affidavit containing the name of the 
elected official sought to be recalled and a statement of 
the grounds of recall. 

According to petitioner Tom Magauran, this 
would establish a provision in Marion similar to ones al- 
ready in place in communities like Bourne. "Of the recall 
processes that Fve seen, in most cases the process was in 
itself enough to make the elected official think twice about 
what they were doing," Mr. Magauran said. "So this gives 
the town the mechanism only to do it. Hopefully weTl 
never need it." 

"I think this is a good example of a solution seek- 
ing a problem," Selectman Henry said. "There's already 
a provision under Massachusetts General Law to remove 
an elected official for malfeasance. So this procedure is ... 
not necessary. (Marion) has gotten by since 1852 without 
a recall petition." 

Article 16 was defeated, 70 against to 31 in favor. 

Under ARTICLE 17, voters were asked to see if 
the town would vote to advise the Board of Selectmen to 
reconsider their vote to institute third-party billing for 
ambulance services in Marion; to hold at least two open 
advertised hearings on the subject to consider all perti- 
nent reports and public opinion; and to delay charging for 
ambulance services until they have done so. 

"What we're asking for in this petition is more 
discussion," said petitioner Chris Byron.

this is very clear — we want (the Selectmen) to take our 
input into account.'' 

"You cannot run an ambulance service on $3,000 
a year,'' Selectman Henry said. "Our job is to look ahead 
and everyone wants to look backwards. (Marion EMS) has 
an admirable job up to now. But when you call 911 you 
want them to show up. Based on the communities around 
us, they are funding their own (ambulance) services. It's 
time to do this — we really have to look ahead." 

According to FinCom member Lee Vulgaris, the 
FinCom sat down with members of the EMS and came to 
a consensus that the time was right to go to a third-party 
billing for EMS. 

"As far as I know, there has never been a consen- 
sus on going to third-party billing with the ambulance 
service," said Dale Jones of the Marion EMS. 

"My point is very simple: it's not broken," said 
resident Tom Magauran.

sion rendered on May 5 regarding the dog hearing against 
the Estabrooks in which they ordered their dog, "Spirit/' 
to be removed from Rochester. 

Meeting with the members of the Finance Com- 
mittee (FinCom) at 7:30 pm, the board first reviewed the 
town's estimated revenues going into the June 2 Annual 
Town Meeting. Mr. LaCamera noted the town's projected 
tax levy limit for FY 2009 is about $7.63 million. They 
estimated receipts to be about $4,462 million; state aid at 
$2,169 million, and available Free Cash at $619,694. 

With about $1.36 million currently available in 
the Stabilization Fund, Mr. LaCamera noted they won't 
be putting any more into it and will, in fact, be transfer- 
ring $20,000 out to install a security system at Memorial 
School. 

'T talked to the Police Chief, Fire Chief and school 
and we feel very strongly that we need to put a security 
card system (in Memorial School)," Mr. LaCamera said. 
"Our Free Cash is down about $300,000 over last year, but 
we only used a certain amount of Free Cash for our Oper- 
ating Budget and put the rest into the Stabilization Fund." 

Taking all this into account, Mr. LaCamera noted 
the town's net revenue projected for FY 2009 is about 
$15,778 million. 

In reviewing the initial budget articles on the war- 
rant, resident and Town Moderator Greenwood "Woody" 
Hartley questioned if the town is ever going to put a 
maximum cap on some of the town employee salaries.

Slay Anything

War, Inc. Starring John Cusack and MarisaTomei. Directed by 
Joshua Seftel. Running time: 106 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The adventures of the Bush administration have, it seems, driven 
John Cusack a little crazy, just as they drove Richard Kelly far enough 
around the bend to make his much-maligned epic Southland Tales. 
Perhaps these men have found a workable response, if not the only 
one, to current events: broad satire sprinkled heavily with glitzy dis- 
gust. War Inc. (opening in limited release May 23), written by Cusack 
along with Jeremy Pikser {Bulworth) and the postmodernist novelist 
Mark Leyner, doesn't even pretend to buy into American warfare in 
the Middle East as remotely ennobling or democracy-inspiring. Ton- 
ally, this farce is all over the place, getting easy laughs from official 
doublespeak about new prosthetic limbs (''Just another breathtaking 
example of how American know-how alleviates the suffering it cre- 
ates") and then choking our laughter off. The business of war is serious 
even when it's funny, and vice versa. 

War Inc. could almost be a default sequel to Grosse Pointe Blank, 
1997's witty, jet-black comedy about hit-man Martin Blank and his 
struggle to regain his humanity at his ten-year class reunion. Here, 
Cusack is Brand Hauser, a government assassin tasked to whack an 
oil baron who wants to run a pipeline through (fictional) Turaqistan 
and drink some of America's milkshake. Brand is given a cover story: 
he'll be organizing the arrival and media opportunities of rising Turaqi 
pop star Yonica Babyyeah (Hilary Duff, sullying her squeaky-clean 
persona impressively). Plaguing Brand's existence are this movie's 
Minnie Driver, leftist reporter Natalie Hegalhuzen (Marisa Tomei), 
who wants the full story on what Brand is doing in Turaqistan, and 
this movie's Joan Cusack, hard-bitten assistant Marsha Dillon (played 
by ... Joan Cusack), who wants Brand to ice the target already so they 
can all go home. 

Add in an appearance by Dan Aykroyd as the amiably venal 
vice-president and a Joe Strummer-esque score by David Robbins 
(brother of Cusack's buddy Tim) and you really do have Martin Blank 
Goes to War, but as a die-hard fan of GPB, I didn't care. Cusack's mo- 
rose intelligence holds everything together, and he has an agreeably 



combative rapport with Tomei and a gentler one with Duff, whose 
Yonica symbolizes how we're trying to "democratize" the Middle 
East by Britneyizing and corporatizing it. The movie takes some cues 
from satires old (Dr. Strangelove) and more recent {Wag the Dog), but 
its tempo and emphasis are all its own. Joshua Seftel, a documentarian 
making his narrative feature debut, channels Kubrick as well as Terry 
Gilliam in his cool fish-eyed-lens assessment of Turaqistan's chaotic 
chessboard. By the time we see a Humvee with a goldenpalace.com 
banner on its tail, it's no longer clear where monetary fantasia ends 
and war-torn reality begins. 

War Inc. is looser than GPB, and makes time for several extended 
scenes of various characters just sitting around getting to know each 
other, a welcome respite from what always threatens to become a 
cartoon. In a dazzlingiy brutal dust-up between Brand and some local 
thugs, Cusack shows he hasn't lost any of his kickboxing flair, nor his 
way of looking soulfully stricken when caught in the bloody act by his 
loved one. In these movies, Cusack is America, abashed by his talent 
for and background in violence, and eager to escape it — here. Brand 
constantly chugs hot sauce to burn himself out of awareness (he says 
he's trained his tear ducts not to flow when he downs the stuff). People 
are always consuming in the movie — Yonica has her Popeye's Chicken 
(a front for Brand's shadowy liaison), a soldier chomps on freeze-dried 
coffee to amp himself up for crowd control. Critics will probably rush 
to smear War Inc. as a rehash or irrelevant or even un-American, but 
it's a good deal smarter and more satisfying than that — a punk-rock 
Strangelove riff on a mission very mucri unaccomplished.

Brandt Island Cove 

The Mattapoisett Land Trust (MLT) wishes to 
invite the public to join its members in the dedication of 
the Walega-Livingstone Preserve on Brandt Island Cove 
at 10:00 am on Saturday, May 31.
